Council members Greg Chappuies, Jerald Cihak 
and Mayor Russ Peck opposed the motion.

EJ council faces tough issues

Several controversial issues emerged at the Aug. 17 
meeting of the East Jordan City Council. 

Problems with Elm Pointe access were discussed. 
The Parks and Recreation committee proposed short- 
term permit parking for the area located next to the 
museum and residence. 

Mayor Russ Peck questioned allowing the park 
caretakers authority to issue permits, citing a recent 
problem at a wedding reception. Apparently the care- 
takers were abusing their privilege to park near their 
residence, leaving no room for the group that leased 
the lodge. 

Othercouncil and audience members reported simi- 
lar incidents. Rudeness and verbal abuse from the 
caretaker were also mentioned as recent problems. 

The process for defining and providing the permits 
is in the development stage. ““We’ve never tried this 
before,” said Superintendent Bob Johnson, “‘so we’ll 
have to experiment with ideas. We don’t have all the 
answers yet.” 

Johnson called the permits a step toward resolving 
a problem that has occurred this year because of 
expanded public use of the facility. 


Drug policy reviewed 


The Public Safety and Personnel committees met 


- jointly to discuss the recently implemented drug policy 


for city workers. Council accepted the committee 


recommendation that the drug policy remain as 


adopted. The council clarified that its own members 


_ are expected to abide by the policy provisions. 


City attomey Scott Beatty warned that the policy 


. will be difficult to enforce against council members. 


“Elected officials are responsible only to their con- 
Stituents,” commented Beatty. 

At the council’s request, Beatty will develop a 
process by which a council member may be disquali- 
fied from attending a meeting. 


Zoning change denied 


AJ Auto Parts and Repair Center owner Eliseo “Al” 
Cesaro approached the council to request a change in 
zoning for his State Street business. Cesaro ad ob- 
tained a recommendation from the planning commis- 
sion to grant Commercial 2 status to the property. 

The business is presently zoned Professional/Of- 
fice. According to officials, Cesaro has been operat- 
ing in violation of the zoning ordinance, despite 
several notifications by the city. 

His alleged violations include performing auto re- 
pairs and retail sales, as well as excavation without a 
permit. 

Council member Greg Chappuies explained that 
the East Jordan City master plan does not allow C2 
(described as heavy or commercial use) variance in a 
residential zone. Other C2 uses of the area were in 
place before the pian. Chappuies said the trend will be 
away from commercial use in that area. 

The planning commission will be. notified of its 
error in making the recommendation. 


Chappuies offered Cesaro the alternative of apply- 


ing for a C1 variance. According to the master plan, 
Cl is more compatible with the neighborhood sur- 
rounding Cesaro’s business.. 
The C1 zoning would allow Cesaro to continue his 
auto parts sales, but would disqualify the repair work.

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Cihak appointed to East Jordan council seat

In the midst of a controversial Aug. 17 meeting of 
the East Jordan City Council, Jerald Cihak was swom 
in as the new Second Ward representative. © 

The circumstances of Cihak’s appointment was one 
of the issues that evoked discussion at the meeting. 

Mayor Russ Peck began by clarifying his statement 
to the press at the time of former council member 
Ralph Kitson’s resignation. 

“J am making a recommendation to appoint the 


winner of the Aug. 2 primary election (as Kitson’s 
replacement),” said Peck. The mayorcanonly recom- 
mend. The actual appointment requires a council 
resolution. 

Second ward council member Greg Chappuies sub- 
mitted a motion to appoint Cihak to the seat. Because, 
under Roberts Rules, there is no discussion on the 
motion until after it is seconded, Chappuies’ motion 
died for lack of support. 

A discussion of precedents for resolving the situa- 
tion followed. Some council and audience members 
were concemed that half the votes of the Second Ward

Concems about giving Cihak an edge over his 
November opponent, Brian Sweet, were also voiced. 

Referring to the city charter, Attomey Scott Beatty 
informed the council that the seat cannot be left 
vacant, There are no instructions in the charter as to 
procedure, however. This leaves the mechanism for 
the appointment up to council. 

Chappuies presented the motion a second time and 
Ruth Gee supported. Cihak was appointed by voice 
vote with three in favor and two opposed. 

Cihak, 47, is chief electrician at East Jordan Iron 
Works. As a lifelong resident of East Jordan and 
former firefighter, he believes he knows most of the 
people in town and will be more receptive to their 


needs.

ing stove was a large in- 
Stitutional type shaped 
like the old Home Com- 
fort Ranges. 

The lighting down- 
Stairs was from a battery 
ofkerosene lamps and the 
dancing area had anearly 
double-mantle gasoline 
lamp hanging dead cen- 
ter. A platform for the 
piano, fiddler and caller 
was at west center. The 
walls had the usual pic- 
tures of Washington and 
Lincoln hanging and I 
believe they had another 
showing field workers, 
titled “The Gleaners.” 

Over the years, formal 
lodge meetings were held 
and one of the pictures 
shows a 1912 vintage 
Degree Team, a highly 
trained and uniformed 
drill group, used for en- 
tertainment at lodge 
meetings and picnics. 

For many years 
Howard Spence and my 
father, Hugh, managed 
the Saturday night 
dances. Efton LaValley 
and Eva King were hired 
for the music. I remem- 
bered they were paid $15 
per evening. 

There was araised area 
over the stairwell where 
we kids were allowed to 
sleep. I still have a love 
for fiddle music that sort 
of filtered into and out of 
my head as I dreamed 


away. 

We were all awakened 
for lunch time. My 
mother Madge and Sylvia 


County 


Spence furnished the 
food. It was always good, 
but I liked “Oyster Stew 
Night” best. They were 
stewed in a five-gallon 
lard can, sold for 50 cents 
a bowl, crackers and cof- 
fee included. 

For the picnics, Dad 
always ordered, by train 
from Traverse City, a 
barrel of cones a couple 
of five-gallon tubs. of 
Velvet Brand ice cream, 
acouple cases of Cracker 
jack, a case of candy and 
two bunches of bananas. 

Sylvia and Mother ran 
the stand. Ice cream sold 
for five cents a cone. 
Cracker jack and a ba- 
nanas were also five cents 
each. My aunt Peart, be- 
ing an ex-school teacher, 
used to organize skits, 
poetry recitation, etc., for 
picnic entertainment. 

I have heard that black 
minstrels and plays were 
giveninearlier years. The 
singing was very good as 
no radio or TV was avail- 
able and so people did a 
lot more for themselves 
in those days. 

I attended my last 
Gleaner Picnic in 1923. 
The coming of WW I and 
the great Depression 
caused a decline in the 
Gleaner organization. 

As people moved to the 
cities, membership di- 
minished. Our family 
moved to Metro Detroit 
in 1924 and I know my 
parents kept up their in- 
surance payments till 
1930.

Mayor Russ Peck pointed out that three new city
